LosDOK, Oct, 8. — ^Justin McCarthy and 
Thomas Anstruther Connor are tho only 
piomiiienl NaLioiialista in town, and no 
conference has yet lieen lielil to iletcrinine 
what action shall lie taken in view of Mr. 
ParnoU's death. Mr. .lustin MuCarthy 
Buid to the corrcspondoq^ of tho Inter- 
national Telegram company, to-day, how- 
ever, lhat if tho funeral Was to he u public 
one, lie should Huinmon the NationulistB and 
prolialily all of tlieiii wuulil attenil. From 
the few imlications at liaiul, .Mr. McCarthy 
believed tho party woukl become reunited 
in the near fuluiu. Nothing had yet been 
decided about tho candidates for the vacan- 
cies in Cork and Kilkenny caused by the 
dealli ef Mr. Puruell and .Sir .lolin Pope 
Hcnnessy. But Mr. kfiijCarty doubted if 
there would be any cou&st, under tho cir- 
cHtn8taii<;(!H, between tho Irish factions. 
Personally lie felt iiuicli gratified by the 
ainiiist universal tribnten being paid to Mr. 
Paiiiell, and by the disposition 10 bury 
«liat was painful of the piiat and lo rcinoui- 
ber iiiily tlie beat personal trnits and tho 
be.st points in the history of Mr. Paniell. 

Mr. .McCarthy, living almost wholly in 
1/ nilrii, is peili ips the best ju.li^e of tlio 
tempi r of ihe Irish peeple at lai(.;e, but bis 
belief in a speedy reunion of the tactiiiiis is 
h'lrilly ju'tilieil iiy the repnrl.s wliicli come 
from giii'd bources as to the iiltilude beinij; 
assuiiieil by the I'arnellites. 'I'lie 8i;^iia 
now ]i()int to a warfare of coiisideriilile bit- 
terness, tts although a number of Mr. Par- 
nell'a late fcillciwera will uiuloubteilly join 
the iiiiijority at once, it is alinoHl ci-rtain 
that a b.iiid of in econcilables will luihl out. 
'i'iiii Ilealy does not conceal liia iuleiitloii lo 
give .such roi ab.itrania but a sliort 
time to decide upon their cniirsB 
of aotiiiii. 'J'lie lleulyile ]i;ipers, llie 
the Teleuraph and Pie.ss, iiieiiucingly warn 
the miiiorily that ihey iiui.st not allow Par- 
nell's dentil to be the. occasion of a fresh 
outburst of blind and reasonless speeches, 
and tlu! Press adds that it regrets lo see no 
signs as yet of u desire on tho part of the 
III ijority to forycl the past und join in tho 
work of fiutlicring the cause of their 
country. The majority are contident i.liat 
the Parnellitea must soon give in for lack of 
money. I'Acn th-: pei.'ional prestige of Par- 
mil hardly brcuglit I' y money to their 
coirera, after llie bic.ch oi.i;jrred, and it is 
declared lhat, now he is dead, the reinnanl 
will get no more subscriptions ui all. 

The rival newspapers are already i|iiiu rel- 
ing over ['arnell's corpse, as it were. It is 
uiideraluod tliut Cniteil Irel.niil, Pariiell's 
late org. Ill, is pie|iariiig a scatliiiig reply to 
Arcliliishop Walsh's ultacU upon the dead 
p.itriot, which appears in the Irish Catholic. 
P. Malioney and J. Redmond, while at 
Brighton, lo day, sneered at llic idea that 
the Healyitea vtould venture to iitiend Pai-- 
III ll's funeral. In tliis lliey rellecled the 
coiieurreiit o|iiiiir)ii in Dublin, wiieie threai.s 
are ficly iiiii.li- In mob any Iraitiira who 
dale insult the ilrail by a pretense i if siii row 
for the iniin ibey lioiiiiiled into his yrave.

The I'igMio lays 
that the douth of the Irish lemier i.s an 
event of onormous political siguiliciHc ■, 
not only for Knglaiid, lint for hairoiir, a;-; 
itassurcB the suecess of the l.il.<.r,il pm (,y, 
and, conaeqiienlly, a iiiodiliealion of BiiLitih 
foreign policy. 



CHAELES STEWART PARNELL. 

Oflnlong aa to His Life and Work— Serere 
Gritlolims by Bmlnout Clerics. 

AI.EXANDKR .SDLLIVAN. 

" Pariiell's cliaracter and aspirations 
were tho crystallized experience and resolu- 
tion of the Irish people. So long as his in- 
tellect remained unimpaired, he led liiu 
greatest pai liamentary light of modern 
times, supported by a following of remark- 
able individual talent, and by tlio moral 
and material resources of a dete'iiiined 
race distribiiled over the globe. Ilia aud- 
den death iiiiisl convince tiic tlionglilful 
that inueli in his latter course is to be attri- 
buted to powers insidiously failing, cloud- 
ing his judgment and prolonging rancor. I 
look for the prompt, cordial and complete 
rehabilitation of the Nuliouul party and 
rictury for home rule in the approauhiag 
general election." 

ARCIlTlISIIOr llltOSS. 

" If he had only died two yeai.s ago, 
what a iiume lie would have huiide'l down 
in lhe Irailitions of Ida country ! His fall 
was a fearful one. I really think towards 
the last that lii.s mind had become un- 
balanced, as bis c.jiiduel was so extravagant 
and unaccoiinlable. No man can (lutlive a 
.sc.uidal of tbo nature be brought upon liiiii- 
self. I think ibis event will have the eli'eet 
of bringing peace among the dilfcrent fac- 
tions by whi jh Ireland is divided to day. 
Parnell nnduublodly did a great deal of 
good for Ireland." 

IIICIIAKI, IHVlTT. 

" My feeling is one of unmixed sorrow at 
his sudden death. We should reineiiiber 
only the good work which he performed for 
Ireland in a career of usefulness and dis- 
tinction for Ilia country. Ilia recent un- 
happy cmdiicl was an episode in his politi- 
cal life which will nut linger in the memjry 
of Ireland side by side with his great ser- 
vices. His death will put an end tu the 
unhappy dissensions by which tho Irish 
ni'ivenient has been torn during the lust 
twelve mouths. Those who followed Parnell 
ill his warfare agtiinst the majority of the 
Irish party did so in a majority of cases out 
of a feeling of personal loyalty toainuu who 
li id conimuiidcd iheir fealty through the 
stormiest period of the land league and home 
rule lights." 

AWIlltl.SllOI' WAIJill. 

" Parnell's death is one of those events 
which leniind the world of Gnd. So far as 
known, Parnell died unrepentnut of hia of- 
fense against (!od and his country. Ue died 
plotting fresh discord, while the champion 
or tool of a faction steeped in traitorlsin to 
tlie very lips, liy the grave now open, 
charity can scarcely find place. Such tears 
as are shed must be for the ineinory of what 
he once his been. The record of his ser- 
vices niuat always live. Puruell ia deud. 
Yet it is iinpossibb; to say bow far Pariiell's 
name may still be used as a rallying cry for 
treachery. The weeds which giow on the 
grave of a dead caus'i are noxious nnd rank, 
but (here is no cause lo fear that those 
wliieli spring from the tomb of Pariiellism 
will bo able to thwart tho freedom of Ire- 
land, ller feet are strong enough lo tread 
down the unholy growth. To Catholics the 
close of Parnell'u career is one of terrible 
signiticanue." 

CAIlllINAl. CMIUONS. 

" Before his fall by reason of .Mrs. U'.Sliea, 
Parnell impressed me, as he did other 
readeis of the daily iiews[i,ipei's, as a man 
of extraordinary ability, with a self-posses- 
sion tliiit was tiuiy remarkable. As lo the 
future of Ireland, of course, all iUs friends 
hope for tile best. Fortunately, her hopes 
rest on no man, but the justice of her 
cause." 

.lOSUrn CKAJinEKLAIN. 

" I'ariieH's death might influence tho 
Coverumciit to go to the country on the 
preaeiit Icjiislation, lint it was more likely 
that it would endeavor to pass an Irish 
govei iiiiieiit bill, with a lair prospect that 
11 could be done, if tiie ()))posiiiou would 
iiilopi a fair al tiiuile toward the measure. 
It w ould be late in 18!)2 before the measure 
colli. i become a law."

Sympiithfilc Sentimi'nis Ti-mpcnU With Free 
Ci Itlcleiii, 

Ni:w VoiiK, Oct. 7.— The Coniinereial 
Advertiser Ba>s : "It niiiy be, bltitje his de- 
position from the Irish leadership, that 
Parnell bus been guilty of u public vice, 
similar to lhat of lioiilaiiger and Kahiiiici ila.

Importniit Discoveries in Everj' Direc- 
tion— Aloue Among Savaffes 
for 21 Years. 



One rcmnrkablo feut ure of Lieiiteiiiinl 
Schwatka'a expedition, just comploled, was 
the large number of new mountatus discov- 
ered, several of which will rank among ihe 
highest in North America. The region tra- 
vcraed was full of inturest, and, altogether, 
750 miles of totidly new country was opened

Lerial for the government. 'I'lie passage of 
the ranges of St. Kliaa mountains 
look five diiya and i:! the firs 
record of nhile men liaving accoui 
plished the foat. It was (liecovereil that 
the glaciers on the north side of the range 
wore muuh smaller, though far more numer 
ous than those disuovercd on the side to the 
south. One magnificent peak, nearly IG.OOO 
feet high, was named Powdll peak, after 
Major I'owell, of thu H*iologicul survey. 
Many othc^ a are not yt t named. Dr. Hayes 
has brought niagiiificeut speuiniena of re- 
markable fosailiferoua, crystalline marble, 
which resemhles the famous Teucossee mar- 
ble, only much handsomer. He states that 
he came across whole ranges of the sutne 
stone. Many copper and crystalline rock 
Hpeoimens were also brought down. The 
specimens of flora I'onsi.'fl mc.itly of nios.ses, 
over a hundred varieties of which were dia- 
cuvureti. Vcgctatiiin in the new country is 
I'eporled as very scarce. The trees arestuiit- 
ed and the lulls covered tliick wilh mos-^ea. 
Tlio largest timber met wilh Wria along 
White river, but only fourteen inches thick. 
The heights of mounluins weie all taken by 
barometer readings. Tlie nu)sl remi.T kable 
feature of tlie whiple trip was the enormous 
deposits of volcanic ash met with, spread 
all over the country, under one fool of 
eiirtli, from two to tliree inches tliick. 

Aslhep;uty pruceeiled, it got wor.-e, 
until near Mount St. ImIu?, wiien it was, in 
parts, 100 feet thick, and the travellers 
sank in it at every bte[). it resembles line, 
])owdery, pninice stone, and proves that, in 
prehistoric times, thu most fe irful eruptions 
uuist have occurred in the St. Elias ranges. 
The discoveries of Schwatka, taken iu con- 
nection with Dawson and Russell's explora- 
tion to the borders of the new country, dis- 
solve, at last, the old theory that a great 
ice belt extends from Mount St. lOllas to 
the Ai ctic circle. Schwatka has definitely 
fixed its limit as forty miles above these 
ranges, the country beyond that bein;;, in 
severol months of the year, quite free from 
ice and snow. The warmest weather ex- 
perienced during the trip was 87 degrees, 
and no frost was encountered till t opper 
river was reached. 

At Fork Selkirk, seven men, four from 
New York and the rest from New Hamp- 
shire, were discovered on a small farm, 
where all kinds of vegetables were growing 
freely. 1'he party met a multitude of cari- 
boo, moose and bear, us well as numerous 
birds, but no new kinds. Dr. Hayes has 
collected a valuable lot of fossils, scientiti- 
<ail!y of great interest, anil Imh secured 
material for an exlianstive map cjf tlie coun- 
try exploreil. Fron. Fork . "Selkirk, .Selnvutka 
hired a band of Indians to help tiieni across 
the unknown country to the fool of the .Si. 
Klias ranges. The Indians went with 
them for .several days, but when lliey got 
in sight of the mountains, warni'd the 
party that they would never return alive 
if they attempted to cross the runties. 
Wlien they took no heed tlii^ Indians left 
them, arui the balance of the perilous 
journey was made by Schivatki, Iliyes 
and a while hunter. It took them tire 
days to ctrect a j)assaye of the mountains, 
and at its conclusion they were nearlj' bare 
of clothing and slioes. The most liazard- 
ous piece of llie whole trip was tlie voyage 
through what will now be known us the 
greatest canyon in Xorlh America. The 
sides are fearfully sleep unil fi)r seven 
miles the party went in a unall c.mvas 
canoe through this fearful torrent, llnyes 
was thrown out twice, and it was 
only the narrowness of the canyon that 
saved his life. It took them less than 
eighteen minutes to go six miles. On 
emerging from Ihe canyon into daylight 
they got into the midst of a large tribe of 
Indians who hud never seen white men. 
They landed among them and found 
them very timid and frightened. The In- 
dians were puny in stature, but of remark- 
ably fine features and intelligent-looking. 
1 1 was the only tribe found in the unex- 
plored country that bad a permanent hab 
itation. All the other Indians discovered 
were nomads. .Virong one wild Irilie, 
Schwatka fi)un(l a while man « li'i hail livi'd 
with llieni for twentj -six years. lleliaii 
loruotti ii his native laugun^e and was cmi

For tlie good of tlio V. ,1. ('. it will ]>e 
well before holding another n.eetinj; for 
them to consider, and, if necessary, nlter 
some of I heir rules.

If it is neccs.sary to have a judj^efor trotting 
and another lor running, then two judgca 
would he in order. The duties of llio 
stewards should be to watch tlie pro^rcaa of 
the horses running, and in the event of aiiy 
unfair riding being observed to call the 
jockey before them to explain his conduct, 
and, if his explaniLtions h ere not satisfactory, 
then either to line, suspend, or warn him 
oil' their premises altogether. The starter 
shnidd be in full possession of authority 
over the horses and jockeys taking part in 
any race, and, in ihe event of any disobedi- 
ence on the part of the jockeys at the poSt, 
he (the starter) should ri])orl such disobedi- 
encu to thu stewards, and let them deal 
with the joukeys. These are necessary 
points, aud should be taken in hand and 
dealt with severely, if the jockey is found 
guilty. ,By so doing, thoy would bring tho 
riders to a sense of duty, and prevent their 
swindling the outside public. 
_ With regard to the prizes ofTered, I con- 
sider them very good lor the class of animalli 
competing, but would suggest that races of 
a longer distance for the running horsts be 
more frequent than at present. What is 
required for the development of good ani- 
mals is stamina, rather than speed, and it 
would be a source of great satisfaction to 
many to see a two and a half mile ruco on 
the card instead of these short races and 
repeals.

The publication of the auditor's report 
liai eaiiHid a little stir in the city. That 
report shows that there will ]ir<ilia\ily lie at 
t.he end of Ihe year a dclicil of ,i-!l:^,00ll. It 
will be reineiiihered t bat t he lust (iouncil 
loft beliind it u deticit of some $71,000 aa a 
legacy to its successor, liut this does not 
tell the whole story. The revenue of the 
city this year ia considerably larger than 
thit of last year. The rectipta fioni ordin- 
.•iry re-ources for tin; year ISill) were very 
iieurly, in round numbers, J'Ju'.'i.lHK). 'J'his 
year tliey will mount up to almost, if not 
ijiiito, ;:,'i,'iO,00(). The Council received, this 
year, enough to pay the deflcit of last year 
and .*5l,0U0 liesidea, yet still it is (■Htiiiialod 
t mt there will be a deficit of ,'?i)-J,(HM). 

'J'his is regarded by many of the citizens 
as loo largo an e.\peiiilitiire, niaUiiig taxa- 
tion lo irier than Lhoy arc willing to bear. 
But boforo an outcry is rained against the 
'Corporatiou, ia it not right to muke on 
•on^uiry in order to sec if the City Fathers 
licve really been extiavneani ' l'',.\tra- 
vaganoo is, of course, to be. coiidcnmeil. No 
city can allbrd Ui waste ils rcsoiirces, 
and no c ue shduld attempt to justify need- 
Icsa expciiditu.e. litit there is this to bo 
said: Victoria ia a rupidly-growiug city, and 
tlio damands ou the Corporatiou for needful 
irnprovemButs and necessary services are 
almost endless. No ono wants to aco the 
Btrjotsof tlio city bad and out of repair 
4ind its sidewalks dilapidated. If the 
streets wo badly lighted, thoro are loud 



complaint?; and every houselioldor wants 
good water supply and proper drainage. 
All these things, which the Corporation are 
bound to supply and maintain, coat money. 
Has too muoh money been cxpendcil on 
them, or has money been wanted and misap- 
propriated '! Are the citizens getting good 
value for tho money they pay '; If the City 
Council is reckless and wasteful, if it is too 
easy-going and tjo ready to accede to the 
e.'itravagaiit demands of unreasonable 
people, tlun the ratepayers have rc..ibon to 
complain and should call its ii. embers to 
account. 

Hut the taxpayer sliould bear in mind 
that he cauuot huva his cake and out it too. 
If he wants improvemeiita, and if lie ia 
continually complaining that more 
woi'li is not done and better ser- 
vice supplied, he sliould not grum- 
ble if tliu t^ouiieil, in trying to please 
him, have emptied tlie treasury and raised 
tho tuxes. The man who talks the loudest 
about the cxtrnvugance of the Corporation, 
and exclaims most velienieiitly against in- 
crtase of taxation, ia oftin llie man who 
coniplaiii'i most bitterly because tiic eily is 
not in a better eomlition. 'I'ln re is a 
medium belween llie chronie mo.vler and 
kicker and the easy going citizen, who, let 
things go as they may, never protests. 

U e, for our part, are glad tu see tho dis- 
eoi.teht that is becoming appi'.rcnl. Tlie 
agitation will set people ihinUing and eau.-e 
iiianv, who liave, hilherlo, been iii.lillci enl , 
to take an intelligent interest in the city's 
aildirs. Any amount of agilaliou, even 
t hough some of it is a little unpleasant, is 
li.' Iter and more hopeful than the ap.itl'.y 
w liich hat, hitherto, been prevalent regard- 
ing city matters. The city will never be 
well governed until a largo [iropirtion of 
llic citi/.ens ]nil themselves in a position lo 
form an intelligent opiulon with respect lo 
the way in which its allaira are nianagcd. 
When that time comes, foolish and im- 
proper expeniliture will not go uiichi^cUed, 
neither will there be an outcry wdien money 
is spLiit and debts contracted for needful 
purposea. 

Mn. HE A VEX'S LETT Ell. 

The Hon. Robert IVnivcn has written a 
letter to the Times, in which he gives a legal 
opinion on two points. He holds that the 
law reijulres the Corporation to place the 
" lands taken into the city by the extension 
of the limits" on the assessment roll of this 
j'ear. 

He also ciiiiioiids that the (Jovenunint i.- 
not oompeient to coUr.i't the provincial as- 
sessment on the real estate within the ex- 
tension, although he admits that tho assess- 
ment wiis legally made and levied, and be- 
c une due and payable before the property 
waa annexed to the city. 

We hardly think that Mr. P.eav.ii is right 
on either of these points. It waa surely 
never intended that tho Corporation should 
tax laud that had been already taxed by the 
province before it came under civic jurisdic 
tion. The provincial as.-.essinent on llie laml 
in the extension was, .Mr. Heaven adiiiils, 
"due and payable" on ;l,o 'Jed ot .1 iiiuiry 
of this yea-, and the land ilid not become 
p.irtof the city until the 8th of the same 
month. Tho City Council very properly, 
as we think, came to the conclusion 
that property which had been already taxed 
by the province for the year ISDl was not 
in any pie]ier sense '• t.ix.ible " by tho City 
Couiicil lor that year. Indeed, Mr. Beaveii 
admits that it would be unfair to attempt 
to make the owners pay both a provincial 
and a municipal assessment on the same 
land in the samo year. ITiia being ad- 
mit ted, -.vliat was to be gaineil by cum- 
bering t he city usb"ssiiient roll with land 
that could not be assessed ? The provincial 
tax w a.- on llie property and the corpora- 
tion lia 1 no power lo take it ofl". The city 
governmtnt might, us Mr. Beaven auggi sts, 
contest the power of the Covcrnnient lo 
collect the tux wdiieli had been lawfully iiii- 
poscil when the liind was not n il bin the 
limits of the iniiiiicipali' y - ami llii-i «o,.!l 
le id to ;i la\v.-iiit--hut lliey eeuld ii-.t free 
the ownci f from tho obligation lo pay the 
p:-oviiie;al as-c-.-'ment. 

To have plac. (I tho lands in the extension 
on the assessment roll for the mere purpose 
of sw elliiig tho valuation would, it seems tons, 
have been ar cxceedinglj' foolish proceeding. 
.•\ii asi-cKsnient roll is, we presume, drawn 
up for the ptiriio.si'S of asse-Hiiieiit, and to 
pi.ice in il I roperty that could not be 
assessed, or that , us .Mr. Heaven himself puts 
it, it would be " undoubtedly unfair " to 
assess, would, to defeat the object for wdiich 
it was intended and set the whole cily 
assessment insry. 

Hut lle iveii says lh.it, a.s he reads the 
s'alute, the " ( iovernmenl are precluded 
from collecting a tux on real estate within 
Ihe municipality. ' Is he sure that this ia 
tho c.ise, when the tax to bo collected was 
iinposi d, and became due and piiyablo before 
the real estate was included wipiin tlio 
limits of the muiiicipiilily ? We arc very 
niiiidi ineliiii;il to believe 1 hat .M r. Ueaveii w ill 
find that wdien the tax was kgally imposed 
it became a charge on tho land that could 
ml be afTeeted by n change of ownership 
or a cliaiige of jurisdiction from tho province 
to the municipality. If a debt is duo and 
payable bi.twceii the l!iid and the Stii of any 
month in the year, most people will con- 
elude that it is due and pjyablo for 
mouths, and oven years, afterwards. 'i'o 
say that it ia lawful to assess and levy a 
rate, lint unlaw fill to collect that rate, ap- 
pears to us almost us f-iiioiful as Portia's 
decision in lln: case of .ShylocU. Common 
sensir tells us that the assessing and levying, 
if lawful -and Mr. Beaven udinita thai 
they are lawful— carry with tUom.asa mat 
lor of course, the power to oollcot. If the 
real estate waa in the nmnicipality when it 
was aspeisod, Mr. Beaven's law would 
aiiply; but it waa not, and that makea all 
the diirerence in the world. 

The City Council has, in this matter, 
taken the common sense course. It has not 



put the land which was, this year, not 
really "taxable," on the assessment roll, 
and it lias tried to make the boat terms it 
could with tho Government. It has suc- 
ceeded in obtaining Boinc four thousand 
dollars of the assessment to bo expended in 
ilio extouaiou. We strongly suspect that, 
in this instance, as in many others, good 
common .senst is good law.

\Vk understand that, at the reipiest of a 
large luiiiiber of iuiluontiul ratepayers of 
this city, the Coveriiment baa consented to 
appoint a lley.il Coniniission to enipiire into 
the iiianiier in which the ull'.iira of the 
muiiici[iality aru conducted. The Coin- 
mission, wo learn, will be ap 
pointed immediately. Ity section 'Jli.") 
of tlio Municipalities Act, the Lieut.- 
CovLniiir-iu-Couiicil can cause an enquiry 
lo be made into or concerning the good gov- 
ernnienl of any niuiiicipality , or into the 
comliict of liny part of the public business 
thereof, or the udiniuiktrution of justice 
therein.

After an absence of three moiillis with the 
r.i itish Coiiitnissioners to H'. h. ir.g Sea, the 
steamer Danube lies at the I'lsiiuimalt dock, 
radiant in fresh red and yellow paint — her 
work in connection 'with the settlement of 
the sealing question af an end. She has 
been religiously expected every day for a 
month, and now that she is here, very little 
information regarding the investigations of 
.Sir Ceorge li.ideii-I'uwell and his coinpiuiion 
eoiiimissioner. Dr. Dawson, can be made 
public. 

Hotli gentlemen were seen hy a Coi.o.mst 
representative snou after the steamer 
arrived, yesterday afternoun, and 
while exprcasiiiy tlioi'oiigli lalisfaction 
\\itli the results of tho cruise, 
tlii y cxplaineil their iiialdlily to enter iiilo 
ill talks until after llii ir report baa la-en 
made to tlie pi oper nut lioritii .s. Since leav- 
ing Victoria, the Coinniis-ioners have visited 
all the known teal mokoiies, or 
breeding grounds, the feeding places, 
and all other t-pols where seals are to be 
s( eii or their habits can bo studied. Kvery- 
oiie ill a position to know anylhing of the 
sliglilesl importance about seals wus talked 
to, and much valuable information was ub 
tallied fioin the Indians — the iiiiijority ilis- 
i lit en sled witnesses - - w he were in icr vie wed 
at every opportunity. Although a little 
late in btarting out, the Commissioners 
were able to pursue their enquiries succcsh- 
fully, and they return with a vast amount 
uf information in regard to seal life hitherto 
uiihinted of in any ))ublishcd work, or un- 
suggested during Hie eontr.)versy which it 
is hoped s'lon to bring to a. close. 

The investigations id' Sir Ceorge and Dr. 
Dawson took the Danube as fur north as .St. 
Lawii'isce Island, as far west as I'elro- 
paulosky, east to the Hritish Coliinihia 
coast, and south to Xeali Lay. The 
riiokcrii's iif the I'riliyloll' Islands \rere of 
iHUise paid freijuent visits, to peitnit 
of the habits of the seals Ijeing observed 
under iliirer,.iii condnions. The Russian 
1 reeding grounds were siiiiikirly tieated, 
and, coining bitck, I he comiuissicini rs cilled 
ai eviiy puiiit a'ong the coast where infor- 
iiiation w.is likely to be obtained. "In 
fact," says Dr. Diiwaon, "wo enlarged the 
range nf our eiKpiiry to include the w hole 
migratory range of tho fur seals." Practi- 
cal men, whose busines.s compels them to 
study seals, were the only ones whose views 
were suuglil, and Chinook, the language of 
the Aleiiis, and the Esipiiniaux dialects, 
were cal eil into constant use in tho live 
hundred or more interviews w hicli the 
coinmisstoDcrs have succeeded in crowdhig 
into tho past three months. Inforuiation 
was also written for, and received, from 
San Francisco, •Japiin, Rus-iiii, and many 
oilier (piarlers; and the commissioners made 
a point of not only witnessing the killing of 
seals, but of slauglilerini^ a few themselves, 
the hotter to unclcrst.ind how the thing is 
done.

.\s this i.tonu came wdiirliug with its 
heavy northeast gales In advance acros.s 
the C:iribbean sea, an anti-cyclono, or 
ar.-a of liigh pressure was developed 
over the broad prairies of Texas. Its 
course was easterly and its jiathway 
was swept by heavy gales from the 
n e-;!.\se-.t. It was inevit,.lile tliat the 
I ■,vo ),'iants of the air should meet, 
'■iich giants often do meet, and in the 
e 'iiUiet that follows ships and sailor.- 
and every living thin;,'- lieneath snlTer 
in wind and rain or snow for ^lanv 
days, lie fore one or the other yields or 
i . \".se-:i out, 

l.u! \-,iieii these two giant.s met tliey 
for a time joined hands in their effort-, 
1 > clear the sea of ships. The gale from 
t!ie northwest met the breath of the cy- 
(douc coming from the northeast fairly 
over the Yucatan straits bid ween (.'uha 
and the mainland. The two winds be- 
e.-iine one that beaded directly south. 
\\'illi growin:,'- force they drove th,' 
t;n-.ii w:ives before them and "sent the 
dogs before their master." The vessels 
lu every port along the isthmian coast 
slipped their moorings and haslencil 
into open water and there made every- 
tiling siiiig for tlic hurricane that came 
down upon them a fe-iv hours later.
